A telegram was
gent by Seeretary Long thi afternoon to Rear
Admiral Remey at Cavite, asking him how
many men could be spared from the ships
for servioe in China. No such message of
fnquiry was sent to Major-Gen. MacArthur,
gid none will be it Admiral Remey is able to
gpare the men to meet the requirements of the
gituation, To just what extent the American
naval forces will be augmented has not been

NAY SEIZE TAKU FPORTS.

The Powers Expected to Send More Troops to
China—May Fight Near Pekin,
Special Cadie Despatehes (o THR SUN

TIEN-TSIN, June 16. — It is reported that a
mixed foreign force wlll attempt to seise the
Taku forts to-night, Gen. Nich is taking 2,500
troops from Lou-Tai to Chun-Liang-Chen,
which is half way between Tien-Tsin and Taku.
The Shan-Hai-Kwan troops commanded by
Gen. Tung-Fuh-8iang are moving toward
Pekin.

TIEN-TSIN, June 14. —There is a growing
expectation that imperial troops will attack
the international force near the capital, proba-
bly at Feng-Tai. Gen. Tung-Fuh-8iang is hold-
in the front, while Gen. Nich commands therear.
It is also belicved that the Taku forts and
Chines: warships will engage the foreign gun-
boats and torpedo boats inside the bar.

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JUSTICE HERRICK BEATEN AGAIN,

The Downtall of the Political Boss of Albany
County Is Complete.

ALBANY, June 15 —Mr. Eugene D. Wood to-
night wrested from Supreme Court Justice D,
Cady Herrick the control of the Albany City
Democratic Committes and the downfall of the
Judge-political boss is complets

Mr. Wood last month defeated the efforts of
Justice lerrick, who has been the Cleveland
leader of the Albany county Democrats since
1850, to elect enough delegates to name the Dem-
ocratic State Committeeman from this district.
As aresult Mr. P. E McCabe, an adherent of Mr,
Wood, was named by the new Democratic
State Committee on account of the tie on State
Committeeman in the Albany district delega-
tion. One of the delegates who voted for Mr,
McCabe was Mr. Harry A Peckham, a son
of Justice Rufu H. Peckham of the
United States Supreme Court. Jus<tion Peck-
ham before e became a State Supreme Court
Justice was the Albany ecounty Democratic
Aeader. When he was elected to the Bupreme
Court bench In the early 80s he voluntarily
retired from participation in active poli-
tior and was succeeded as local Demo-
cratic leader by former Secretary of the
Treasury Danfel Manning, -When Mr,
Munning entered the flrst Cleveland Cabi-
net in 1888 he bestowed the mantle of local
Democratic leader upon D. Cady Herrick
Since then Mr. Herrick has been the leader of
the Albany County Democracy, notwithstand-
fng the fact that in 1880 he was elected a
Supreme Court Justioe for a term of fourteen
years.

Smallpox Has RBroken Ouat There and the
Negroes Refuse to Remain In Quarantine.

Hrpsox, N Y. June 15~ The local company
of National Guardsmen, Company D. was called
ont this morning for service at Walche's brick=-
yard, Stockport, abont six miles ahove this
city, Sheriff Bast after a consultation with
the health boards of Stockport and this eity,
deemad it expedient to call out the troops, as
the negroes were a menace to this entire neigh-
borhood. The negroes of Walche's brickyard
in Stockport, where smallpox has made its ap-
pearance, and who had come In econtact with
the contagion, refusad to obey the mandates of
the Stockport Board of Health as to isolation
and vaccination, The Sonthern negroes, ig-
norant and Lving in fllth, were fit subjects to
spread the disease, They
refused to repcin in the gquarantined portions
wet aside for them and have wandered about at
rundom, liable at any moment to spread the
pes tilance,

About five hundred workmen are emploved
fn the vard, half of whom were imported from
the South, It can easily be seen what a plague
might arise if these negroes were allowed to
thwart the health authorities in their doties.
The President of the Stockport Board of Hea!th
told the Sheriff yesterday that the town au-
thorities were unable to control the movements
of these negroes and asked that the Sheriff
take stringent measures, The Sheriff then
gave orders to Capt. Payne to prepare his com-
mand for service, and the company left here
this morning by train on the Hudson River
Railroad. The company was in fatigue uni-
form and each man had ten rounds of ammuni-
tior.  Almost the whole company went, there
being eighty-two men and four officers in line,

HANNA SBAYS TO WAIT.

“Neither Mr. Bliss nor Mr. Allison,” he de-
clared, "can be considered candidates for the
Viee-Presidential nomination in this convens
tion. No man alive knows who I8 to be the
candidate. We all know why Mr. Bliss canno$
become a candidate. HAis personal reasons
must be respected. We are also aware just
why Mr. Allison cannot become a candidate,
and his reasons also must be respected. With
the arrival of party leaders to-morrow and
Sunday we will begin to understand some-
thing about the situation.”

The mere fact that Senator Hanna made *
these remarks is of material assistance in tells
ing the story of the day. It should not by any
means be aceapted that Mr. Bliss and Mr. Alll-
son are entirely ont of this situation. Senator
Hanna merely sald that neither Mr. Bliss nor
Mr. Allison ean be longer considered as cane
didates  for the Viece-Presidential nominae
tion. Asa matter of fact, neither Mr, Blise nor
Mr. Allison hav ever been cand dates for the
nomination It has been rather a case wherein
4 great many national Republicens who are
friendly to both Mr. Bliss and Mr. Allison have
had the wish fathar to the thought.

It is very woll known that both Mr, Bliss
and Mr. Allison come up to the exalted idea
of {deal Vice-Presidentinl candidates. [t has
bean a favorite maxim since the first days of
the Republic that “no man is big enough t
decline the Vice-Presidency.” So in the end’
should this convention nominate either Mr,
Blias or Mr. Allison or any Republican of the
game high type, it is a house and lot to a Fenian
bond that he would not decline to accept the
nomination.
